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City implements 
recreation plan

A vision of improved quality of 
life for East Jordan citizens moti- 
vated the city council to promote 
a master plan for the city’s parks 
and recreational facilities. 

The massive new plan for con- 
trolled development of the recre- 
ation areas in East Jordan was 
adopted by resolution of the city 
council, Feb. 7. It is the fruit of 
labor by an ad hoc committee, 
whose members represent a vari- 
ety of civic, business and munici- 
pal interests. 

With funding provided by grants 
from the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation and the East 
Jordan Rotary, the city retained 
Gove and Associates of Lansing, 
an architectural planning firm, as 
consultants. 

Although the need was already 
clear to many city residents, the 
development of a master plan was 
provoked by a Charlevoix County 
recreation plan submitted to the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources. The DNR rejected the 
East Jordan phase of the plan, 
listing a number of shortcomings. 
The rejection made East Jordan 
ineligible for federal and state 
parks and recreation grants. 

In September 1994, the ad hoc 
committee sponsored a survey of 
East Jordan households to mea- 
sure what the community felt was 
missing in recreational opportu- 
nities. Of the 49 respondents, 32 
were unsatisfied with present rec- 
reation programs and facilities. 
Most felt better maintenance, and 
additions such as a bicycle trail 
system, fitness trails, basketball 


courts and more restroom facili- 
ties were necessary to improved 
recreation opportunities. 

As consultants, Gove Associ- 
ates helped compile the informa- 
tion from all sources to form a 
five-year action plan that details 
improvements. Accepted by the 
city council after a public hearing, 
the plan has now been approved 
by the recreation division of the 
MDNR. 


Aspects of the plan 

The master plan includes a de- 
mographic, geographic and po- 
litical description of the area and 
its resources, outlining in detail 
the community served. An inven- 
tory of all present recreational fa- 
cilities and opportunities itemizes 
both the strengths and weaknesses 
of each facility (see box). 

A future dream is to retaina full 
time recreation director and es- 
tablish a recreation department. 
Because such a plan is presently 
economically unfeasible, the ad- 
ministrative structure of city parks 
and recreation will remain the 
same, with city departments pro- 
viding maintenance and operation 
of the parks, while council com- 
mittees and other groups advise 
the city council in administration 
of the parks. 

An action plan furnishes a year- 
by-year outline describing details 
of projects, cost estimates and 
anticipated funding sources. First 
priorities: 

* Provide improved access for 
the physically impaired 

* Provide better maintenance of 
existing facilities 

* Work closely with other orga-

East Jordan Chemical — a Jordan Valley memory 


In 1913, the International Encyclopedia 
listed the East Jordan Chemical Plant and 
Iron Furnace as not only the most modem 
and up-to-date plant in the world, but the 
largest! 

East Jordan in conjunction with a Boyne 
City furnace company, together raised 
$600,000 to build this plant. They built on 
land in the north part of East Jordan, on 
Lake Charlevoix. 

It took two to three years to grade the 
land, build railroad connections, rail sid- 
ings, and drive pilings for docks. They 
imported bricks and steel to build the blast 
furnace, the hot air heating stacks, a six 
story distillery, warehouses, eight retort 
ovens to char hardwood, many sheds and 
the distilling machinery. A large steam en- 
gine was installed for air power and elec- 
tricity. There were three rail locomotives 
and a narrow gauge donkey train. 

All this was finished and the plant opened 
in 1909. 

The local natural resources of thousands 
of acres of hardwood tree tops and trees too 
smal! for logs made the main fuel ingredi- 
ent, charcoal. Charcoal was necessary to 
raise the temperature in the blast ovens to 
2,800° — the temperature it took to melt the 
ore, 

The retort vessel ovens had to be nearly 
air tight. Air was regulated just enough to 
char but to be kept from blazing. The heat 
under the ovens caused the resins in the 
wood to render sap. The volatile vapors of 
wood alcohol were captured in the distill- 
ery. 

Another by-product, a brown granular 
substance called acetate of lime, required 
raking and turning. The drying of the ac- 
etate was done over the charring ovens. It 
was a hot eye-irritating and suffocating 
operation. 

To aid in charting, the hardwood was cut 
in four-foot lengths, and split down to six 
to eight inches in width. The slats were

We would like to thank the East Jordan 
Fire Department for their profession and 
courteous assistance on the night of Feb. 
11. We had achimney fire and if it weren't 
for their help, we could have had serious 
damage. 

We have always been careful about keep- 
ing our chimney clean and had cleaned it 
only a week before the fire. Still, we had a 
fire due to a build-up of creosote around the 
pipe where it connects to the chimney. 
When it caught fire, there was nothing we 
could do but watch it burn. 

We would also like to thank Sheriff Don 
Snyder for crossing the line to make sure 
the Fire Department found us in time. We 
sure felt good knowing that there are so 
many caring fotks in our community. 

In addition we would like to remind all of 


stacked on raised earth wind rows, and 
rotated for drying, which took a full year. 
The drying yard held 2,000 cord. 

A small donkey train ran between the 
rows with wire-sided buggies. John Lucey’s 
12-man gang of strong-armed men moved 
the wood, stacking the green or sending the 
dry in a buggy. It took about six cord a day 
to power the furnace. 

Rail transportation worked well for the 
hardwood. But it was cheaper to ship the 
ore by boat rather than to ship it by rail- $1 
a ton by ship or $4 a ton by rail. The ore 
came from Escanaba. 

There were two boats that came with ore, 
the Venezuelaand the Griffon. They brought 
ore in, and took cast iron pigs made from 
the ore, out. A shipment of 3,200 ton was 
the largest to come through the channel at 
Charlevoix. 


Working and living 
conditions around the plant 

Labor was no problem — it was plentiful. 
Many workers were from Tennessee and 
Kentucky. Four hundred men were em- 
ployed at 17¢ an hour, or $55 amonth. They 
worked 84 hours a week, seven days a 
week, and 12 hours a day. 

Those loading cars and cutting wood 
were paid by piece —90¢ fora four-by-eight 
split cord. Each load of a ton of iron ingots 
(called pigs) into gondola rail cars eared 
the worker nine cents — about one cent for 
four 75-lb. pigs carried up a plank and 
dumped. People did not complain as they 
knew little of anything but survival. 

Some men lived in shacks along the tracks. 
Bosses lived on the hill overlooking the 
place — there were about 20 houses up there. 
Some men like Rick Beyers walked three 
miles to work and back. Walt Cook, Roy 
Webster, John Lucey, Hank Korthase, Ray 
Barrick, Gib Sturgill, Harry Simmons, Bill 
Shepard, and Cyrl McKenney were all 
bosses or key men.

your woodstoves. There is nothing like the 
fec]l of wood heat in our homes, but they can 
be very dangerous; especially during long 
cold spells when you burn the stove hotter 


-than usual and then turn them down a little 


lower at night to hold the fire a little longer. 
That's when the creosote can build. 

This time of year we tend to use wood 
that is at the second half of the winter 
supply and this wood may be greener wood 
that you thought would be dry enough by 
now. It might not be dry and green wood 
creates more creosote build-up also.

Two school mates of mine worked there, 
Chester Amburgy and Allen Green. Allen 
was killed when he was run over by an ore 
buggy in 1925. 

There was always humor among the men. 
The place where the cast iron pigs were 
piled was called pig yard. The men that 
formed the sand molds were called sand 
hogs. The men in John Lucey’s gang, were 
called the cotton tail gang because of the 
many rabbits that lived in the drying yard. 
The center channel from the furnace where 
the molten iron flowed into the casting 
room was called the old sow. 

It took 2,800° of heat to melt ore into 
liquid. After melting the ore, 30 percent 
became iron and the rest was sand, or waste. 
The sand and waste was dumped in the low 
land around the lake. Some of it was used to 
buildroads on city streets. The material was 
like cinders and would frost heave in the 
winter, and was rough and very dusty from 
soot in the summer, Some of the waste was 
dumped into the lake — you could smell the 
chemicals in the water. 

Ore is usually red, but some is gray or 
slate color, with some magnetic and some 
not. The ore froze hard in the winter and 
trying to wash it from dirty clothes was an 
ordeal. 

Ore was discovered in Negaunee in 1820 
and production began in 1840. As the con- 
tent of iron in the ore decreased over the 
years, the cost of shipping grew. Today, 60 
to 70 percent pellets of iron don’t freeze and 
are easier to handle when shipped and used. 


The daily grind 

There were two casting pours a day, of 
approximately 20 tons of iron each. They 
were poured at 3 a.m. and 3 p.m. 

The furnace was tapped (there was a port 
hole in the bottom) with a poker and ore 
flowed into the center trough, the sow. As 
the iron flowed down, it was diverted by a 
man with a wide spade into molds formed 
into sand. This was done until one side of 
the casting room was completed. Sparks 
flew everywhere. 

The next pour, 12 hours later, used the 
other side of the casting room. 


To melt iron ore the blast furnace is 
different than a cupola, which is like an 
open chimney. The furnace is capped or 
closed so the heat and smoke is diverted to 
an outside stack or chimney. The fire pot is 
lined with fine brick and clay called 
cupoline. A damper automatically closed 
after the ore passed through. All the mate- 
rial was measured. A big steam engine 
forced the hot air from two heated brick 
stoves to blast and melt the ore. 

Harry Simmons and Bill Shepard would 
stand by and when molds had cooled enough 
they would separate the pigs with a 20- 
pound sledge. 

The expertise of many other local small 
furnace companies helped to make East 
Jordan Chemical the world’s largest and 
most modern. The prior furnace companies 
only made ore into iron, not saving the 
resins of the wood, alcohol, and tar acetate. 
These by-products were the difference in 
the East Jordan plant’s existence. 

Some other furnace companies in the 
area were: Ironton, 1879-1893; Mancelona, 
1875-1936; Elk Rapids, 1873-1895. 
Fayette, 1867-1891; and Boyne City, 1895- 
1920. They closed for want of available 
charcoal timber. 

There was ademand forcast iron for farm 
machinery and stoves. Demand peaked 
during World War J, 1914-1918, as the 
chemical by-products were needed to make 
gun powder. This made a few involved 
individuals millionaires. 

When the big Misaba Range opened, and 
coke became available for fueling furnaces, 
the lake boats hauled the ore to Detroit, and 
the small furnaces were out. 

In East Jordan trouble from strikes started 
around 1925, and the ovens were destroyed 
by fire twice. In 1927 the plant closed. 

The plant bricks and other materials were 
cleaned and salvaged. Times were hard and 
many folks cleaned brick for little or noth- 
ing. 

The old footings are still there. Before it 
was torn down part of the plant was used for 
a marina for awhile. Maybe some day it will 
be used again.

Land conservancy reports progress 


The Grand Traverse Regional Land Conservancy 
(GTRLC), based in Traverse City and serving Antrim, 
Kalkaska, Benzie and Grand Traverse Counties, wrapped 
up another busy year in December. 

In 1994 alone, the GTRLC protected over 100 acres of 
land in Antrim County and South Arm Township with over 
2,000 feet of undeveloped shoreline on Grand Traverse 
Bay and Six Mile Lake. 

Overall, the 1994 the Conservancy completed nine 
projects which includes four land gifts, five preserve addi- 
tions and two conservation easements. Since its inception, 
the Regional Conservancy has protected over 2,300 acres 
in the Grand Traverse Region with nearly eight miles of 
water frontage. 

Noteworthy among the Regional Conservancy’s accom- 
plishments in 1994 were the acquisition of two additions to 
the St. Clair Lake-Six Mile Natural Area which now totals 
84 acres. South Arm Township donated eight of those 
acres, which contains 850 feet of frontage on Six Mile 
Lake, to the Preserve. 

The Conservancy also purchased a 59-acre preserve 
addition that was dedicated in memory of the F.H. and 
Christine Sandberg Skow family at an Earth Day celebra- 
tion. The event was attended by numerous descendants of 
the Skow family and almost the entire community of

The Conservancy has also been very involved in secur- 
ing a pristine mile-long stretch of Grand Traverse Bay 
shoreline in Antrim County’s Banks Township. 

The 156-acre parcel, owned by the family of the late 
Harry Jones, lies within the Antrim Creek watershed. It 
features a major fish spawning area, inter-dunal wetlands 
plus pristine dune and beach areas. It is one of only a 
handful of undeveloped parcels of this size remaining on 
Grand Traverse Bay. 

The Jones family has already completed a 20-acre land 
donation and a 15-acre conservation easement gift to the 
Conservancy. Both Antrim County and Banks Township 
are working in partnership with the GTRLC to secure grant 
funds from the Michigan Natural Resources Trust Fund for 
eventual purchase of the remaining property. If the grant is 
approved, the Conservancy will transfer the land and 
easement to the county. 

Founded in 1991, the conservancy’s membership has 
grown to nearly 1,500 individuals, families and businesses.

closing costs, and prepaid expenses, the credit report for 
applicants can include other sources of information in lieu 
of the standard report provided by an independent credit 
reporting agency. These sources will be used for those 
applicants who have not used credit in the past, a departure 
from standard financing requirements. 

Higher debt ratios are also permitted, both for housing 
expense and total debt, as many residents have already 
demonstrated the ability to make rent payments that are 
higher than the mortgage loan payment would be. CB 
North can offer these more flexible underwriting terms 
because the loans wil] not be sold in the secondary market, 
but instead kept in the Bank’s loan portfolio. 

“We believe everyone deserves the chance to obtain the 
dream of owning their own home,” said Chuck Morrow, 
assistant vice president of mortgage loans. Until now, 
many individuals have been ‘closed out’ of the real estate 
market due to large down payment and closing cost re- 
quirements.. 

Morrow added that CB North has committed $600,000 
initially to the loan program.

Business disaster 
loans available 


Federal Economic Injury Disaster Loans (EIDLs) are 
now available to small non-farm, agricultural-dependent 
businesses located in Antrim and Charlevoix Counties, 
economically impacted as a result of damages and losses 
caused by extreme cold and frost which occurred January 
1 through June 2, 1994, according to U.S. Small Business 
Administration (SBA) Michigan District Director Raymond 
L. Harshman. 

EIDLs are also available to small non-farm, agricultural- 
dependent businesses in the two counties, because of econ- 
omic impact as a result of damages and losses caused by 
excessive rain occurring June 23 through August 15, 1994. 

EIDLs provide working capital to small businesses so 
they can pay bills and meet normal operating expenses. 
Maximum loans to a business of up to $1.5 million are 
available at 4 percent interest with loan terms of up to 30 
years. SBA determines eligibility for the program based on 
the size and type of business and its financial resources. 
Farmers are not eligible to apply to SBA. 

Harshman said that loan applications and program infor- 
mation are available by calling toll-free 1-800-359-2227. 
The Telecommunications Device for the Deaf (TDD) and 
speech impaired number is (404) 347-3751. These tele- 
phones are answered on weekdays from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Applications are also available by writing the SBA, One 
Baltimore Place ~ Suite 300, Atlanta, Georgia 30308. 

The EIDL application filing deadline for these disasters 
is July 18.
